HAT js senility? That's 

casy, you are thinking.. 
All you have.to do fg look 
Jit up in the dictionary . 
which says in effect that 
senility is senescente - or 
the process of growing old 
and you would be quite 
right. But not quite as 
right as you think because 
senility has no necessary 
relationship with cheval: 
gical aging... 


The maximum possible 


length of life for each in- 
dividual is generally 
believed to be an inherent 
quality of his germ plasm. 
In other words, no matter 
what you do, you cannot 
exceed the maximum length 
of Nfe which is determined 
by ‘your biological equip- 
ment. There are, however, 
many things which you de 
or omit, which might pre- 
vent attainment of your 
maximum. That is the 
renson for healthful living. 


Dr David C. Wilson, writing 
tn the American Journal of 
Psychiatry, regards senility as a 
dseaso of older persons which 
a@epends upon Inherited and 
constitutional factors. He con- 
siders the nature of the blood 
flow to the  ctrebrum—the 
higher brain centres—as the de- 
eclding factor, 


NARROW LIFE 


The effect upon the brain 
eclis may bo determined by 
disease of the blood vessels but 

also by simple ttarrowing on 
constriction due to 
hardening or blocking. 
belicves that this blood vessel 
aiscase or constriction may be 
a reflection’ of “a restricted lfo, 
or a life which has become 
narrow and meaningless’: This

The Danish Women’s Association has gone 
into action to solve the problem of tho “too old at 
40” attitude of employers to women who want 


jobs. 


First, they set to work to find out why women 
who wanted to return to jobs at which they had 
worked before marriage were no longer acceptable 


to employers. 


Three main arguments, they 
found, were put forward by 
prospective employers against 
engaging a middle-aged woman:

TOOK ACTION
